PILOT BLAMED IN Seas Leader’s Visit To oe

The Hague, May 22.—Two errors of judgment 
by the pilot caused the crash of the Dutch Constel- 
dation aircraft at Bombay on July 12 last year, in 
which 13 leading American journalists died, the 
Dutch Aviation Council announced today. 

The aircraft, of the Royal Dutch Airlines, was 
piloted by Captain. M. Van Der Vaart, 33. It 
crashed on a hill near Bombay’s Santa Cruz Air- 
port, killing all aboard—11 members of the crew 
and 33 passengers,

judsment, says the Dutch re- 
porl, was his decision to ate

Bao, Dai then, yery wisely, 
ubdicated .in the face of 
events and granted all his 
powers to the newly-formed 
Republic of Viet Minh, 
under this same Ho Chi- 
minh. After a -period of 
nominal service under Ho 
Chi-minh, as a _ private 
citizen, ‘the ex-Emperor 
found his way to Hongkong, 
and from thence, with a 
considerable personal — for- 
tune, to his villa at Cannes.
